How they obtain this knowledge 
it is diffigult to say, but it is evident that 
their plans are carefully laid and that they 
are well aware not only of the time to ex- 
pect their victim, but of the best place in 
which to carry out the robbery so as to avid 
any interference hy the Police. . : 

Of course the diamond ring may lead to 
the apprehension of one er more of the gang 
should it tum up in one or other of the pawn- 
shops, but this is hardly likely to eccur, A 
gang of men who would plan their'robberies 


‘| so carefully would ‘hardly be likély to com- 


mit themselves by pawaing the ring in the 
Colony, and once it is taken to. Canton’ or, 
to one of the coast ports it can’ be disposed 
of with safely. . oe : 

Another point worthy of note is that none 
of the men robbed so far appear to have 
been armed, and of this fact the gang were 
probably well aware. We should certainly 
advise any Chinaman, the nature of whose 
business necessitates his carrying large sums 
of moncy along loncly roads, to take outa 
licence to carry arms and provide himself 
with a revolver.
